■-The American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion haa been aaalated In ita work by 
the Maaon County Fnrm Bureau, since 
$374 wea paid Into the atate troaaury, 
of which sum about $100 waa fnr dues 
in the national orRanlzr-.tion.

This bill would have tax3d the 
farmer one per cent, of hla farm land 
value over $10,000, which would have 
coat the farmera of the United States 
over one bilHon doltara yearly. 
. When the railroads asked for an in- 
crease in freight ratrs last fall the 
.\merloan Farm lluroan Fedmation 
hired Cliltord Thome, the Kieatost 
freight rate e.\pcn in the I'nilod 
Statos. and ho appcarod licforo the 
Hate Hoard and Horiirod a re-adjnst- 
ment ot rates which is saving the 
American farmer over $350,000 every 
day. 

In eitber of the two caaea referred 
to tile average farmer waa aaved sev- 
eral times the annual dues to the 
county Farm Bureau. 

In Mason county every farmer who 
wishes can gel the Cincinnati live- 
stork markets throni;h tho ii'hn^raiilii'' 
market sorviop fnrnisliod hy tlu' I'arm 
Iluroan. Tliis ciialiles llio farnior lo 
know the condition of the niarkot tlic 
same as If he were in the slockyards. 

The local Farm Bureau handled 
over $35,000 worth of business for the 
local facmera, without profit, and 
with but tt.100 in daea aa oaplMl. If 
a bualnesa house operated on but ten 
per cent margin, the above amount of 
business would have cost the farmers 
almost twice the amount of nil the 
dues paid In. 

It certainly seonis clear thai any 
reasonable man should admit tliat an 
organization which can show such a i 
record merlta the aupport of every 
farmer.

In the early part'ot tlia month the 
demand for bank and bankers' accept- 
ances was very active, and all the 
prime paper offered was absorbed 
very readily. WTien the demand show- 
ed no signs of easing up, und the deal- 
ers' portofolloB became dppletcd. the 
offering rates of discount were low- 
ered Hth of one par cent. As pre- 
vidutly experienced a few months ago, 
ordwa immediately fell off, and the 
market bejBkine quiet; which resulted 
in the ratM being raided again to their 
former basts. 

Banking institutions, which are still 
the determining factors in the rates, 
seem very insistent on at least a six 
per cent, basis for prime 30 day bills, 
and In the present nionpy market will 
divert their funds to other fields, un- 
less this rate Is given. The number of 
corporations and Individuals purchaa- 
ing acceptances Is constantly grow- 
ing, and has been the stabilizing fac- 
tor In the market, as local demands on 
the banks btv» withdrawn their funds 
from the |l(ceptanoe' Held. 

After the rate were lowered and 
again raised the former aetivlty m 
demand did not return, and up until 
the 15th of this month the market re- 
mained quiet, caused by the announce- 
ment of the Treasury of another iasiie 
of certificates of indebtedness. How- 
ever, since the 15tli. the tendency of 
the market has impioved. and another 
good month is expected. During this 
month the banks will receive state tax 
funds.

"'In the careen of Oreece- and 
Rome,' says Home, 'wo saw exempli- 
fied the results of two sharply oppos- 
In gtendenctes of the Aryan mind, the 
one toward individualism and separa- 
tion, the other toward self-subordina- 
tion and union. In the time of Charle- 
magne's splendid successes it ajipear- 
ed settled tlint tlie second of tlie-i 
tendencies was to guide the Teutonic 
Aryans, that the Knronc of the future 
was to be a siiiKle mnpiie. ever push- 
ing out its borders as Rome had dime, 
ever subduing Its weaker neighbors, 
until the "Teutonic peace" should be 
substituted for the shattering "Roman 
peace," soldiers should be need^ only 
for the duties of police, and a whole 
civilised world again obey the rule of 
a single man. Ini tend of this, the race 
has since fnll'vwfd a destiny of sep- 
aration, Kiiiope Is divided Into many 
countries, each of tliem a vast cani|i 
bristling witli iirmies ami arsenals 
(Tlvlllzation lias co'it'iuied li.-ig-ridden 
by war evev to our own doy.' 

"Tlie se:heme of the rir; Five at 
Versailles was to siilstltute for the 
rule of a single man the rule of n cor- 
porate entity to be known as the 
league of nations into whic hthe Unit- 
ed States was to be fastened to serve 
as a reservoir for men, munitions, and 
money by the power of which a war 
trust wa sto decree the destines of 
mankind. The experience of dlevcn 
hundred ,ve;irs linring which the in 
herent Indlviduaiism of the .\ry;iti 
mind had incessantly asserted Itself 
was utterly iiriiored. Racial nnlipa- 
tliies were flouted and self di'tenriina 
lion was made a farce. The Caucasian 
an dthe Mongolian, the rhrisliaii end 
the Turk, the Anglo-Saxon and the 
Hottentot were to be fused In a cruci- 
ble and hardened in a mold, to be llx- 



ated or fashioned as the league saw 
lit. Individualism was to be effaced, 
nationalism wis to be oanceled. In- 
ternattonaltom aa Interpreted by the 
league was to be the new order. Of 
course snob an Insane scheme could 
not sucoeed, nor can It ever succeed, 
because as mankinc^ Interprets suc- 
cess it must aiway be achieved as the 
expense of some other individual or 
states. Just as soon as the li:!mie i;ol 
togotlier its nieinhers bewail to Jockey 
and iiuarrel for jiosition, and only by 
evading issued did the leageu adjourn, 
beut but not broken. 

"Argentina hud the good sent to gut 
out of tlie diplomatic mess into which 
she saw Europe being forced by the 
age-old sphrlt of intrigue. We had the 
good sense never to get in. Chile and 
qther Latin American countries have 
not ben favorably impressed by the 
determination of ICuropeau diplomats 
to boss the league and the world. 
Tliny found Ruropoan diplomacy un- 
regenerate. 

"This leads to the query aa to 
whether out of two enunciations nf 
princlpiu some basis may not be estah- 
llslied by which the Western llcinl- 
flpliere can do something to abate 
war. The firat is the Monroe Doctrine. 
The second was suggested by Senator 
Knox, to-wit: 'If a situation should 
arise in which any power or coni- 
binailoii uf powera shftiuld, directly 
or Indirectly menace the freedom and 
peace of Kurope. the I'niled States 
would regard such situation with 
i;r:ice concern as a irienacc to its own 
frc'doiii and peace and would consult 
Willi other liowevs .ilfeclerl ii 
view to concerted action for the re- 
moval of such nienaoo.' Kurone ls«iicil 
qualified to police the world, but the 
nations of North and South America 
can take steps to insure peace in this 
hemisphere if they will geet together 
on two such principles as there. It is 
worth considering,"
